But, awept 
on by the book’s humour — it is 
st times very funny—and by Miss 
Lindop’s self-confidence and 
virtuosity in handling her 
preposterous plot, the suspension 
of disbelief is relatively painless. 


SARA GEORGE: 
Acid Drop

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Sara George makes an impressive 
debut with this chilling contempor- 
ary fable. The theme is the betrayal, 
if not of innocence, of trust and 
affection. Astra, the twenty-two- 
year-old heroine, very much a child 
of her time, is adrift in Atheuns— 
taking pot luck, one might say— 
when she is asked by a stranger 
to smuggle back to London for ana- 
lysis a small canister which he 
claims contains bad LSD manufac- 
tured (how did you guess ?) by the 
CIA or its ullies to keep. young 
revolutionuvies docile. Sara George 
understands the first canon of 
thriller welting, that we, must care 
for a charactor before we con care 
what happens to her, and Astra, 
who might so cusily have been a 
mouthpiece for tha mental shibbo- 
leths whicly pass for contemporary 
idealism, is both believable and 
likable. Her hazardous journey 
across Europa without passport or 
money is the best part of the book, 
particularly the description of a 
night walk through the changing 
smells of an alien countryside. Be- 
lief Falters a little when she finally 
reaches England to face fresh hor- 
rors and endure the tarture scene 
now almost obligatory in this kind 
of fiction.

For most of bis career, Charles 
Causley has denit boldly with that 
most tricky of inherited forms, the 
ballad.

Much of Mr Causley’s later 
work contrives a similar conflation 
of the exalted and the mundane.

Thereafter, she and Lord Astor 
conducted themselves throughout 
Plymouth's long wartime ordeal 
with ean exemplary courage which 
Rose Harrison shared, and which 
she describes very well indeed in 
her book, She emerged with redou- 
bled affection and admiration for 
her employers: she had found a 
side to idolize in her wayward mis- 
tress. OF herself and the rest of the 
staff she writes: 

No longer did the distinctlon of 
servant and master apply. We 
were family. We'd been shown 
qualities which no other circum- 
Stances would have demonstrated 
to us, and had shared entotions 
that | would otherwise . have 
vemained hidden. We'd liked 
what we'd seen and these things 
were now ties as strong as those 
of class and birth. ey are 
bonds ... that have given my 
life a purpose. 


The story of the Astors and Ply- 
mouth was well worth retelling and 
deserves its place in history. With- 
out it, indeed, Lady Astor's 
memory would be difficult to keep 
alive for those who neither knew 
nor saw her, She was a dazzling fair 
beauty with unforgettable sapphire: 
blue eyes which she had inherited 
from ler half-Irish mother. She 
shared with some other American 
women what has been described as 
“an unusual blend of feminity and 
sexlessness". Winston Churchill, 
who couldn't stand her, said that 
sho “combined a kindJy heart with 
a sharp, wagging tongue”, a not 
unusual combination as It happens. 
He might have said the same of 
her as he once said of his son 
Randolph, namely that she “had 
big guns and not enough amnuni- 
tion”.

The sociological upproach to the 
study of crime, untke the positi- 
vist, emigrated very successfully 
from Europe to the United States, 
where it has prospered greatly dur- 
ing the present century, exporting 
its theories all over the world. 
Some sociologists would claim to 
he engaged in a disinterested 
search for truth, with no ulterlor 
objectives. But crintinologists, espe- 
cialy American — criminologists, 
have seldom scrupled to deplore 
social evils they see ag linked with 
crime, and tq adyocate changes in 
social. arrangements end penal sys- 
tems,’ -! ; 

They have, nevortheless, shared 
the positivist failure to produce 
workable und offecilye solutions. 
Moreover, in 50 for us it tends to 
portray offenders os hinplass yle- 
tims of their environment, socio 
logy invites the criticism thot it ie 
excusing crime. Though many cri: 
minologlsts retain a rather simple 
optimism about the possibility of

The spirir 
of communism was a spirit of 
cooperation, of altruism, the very 
antithesis of crime, The practice of 
communism would abolish the cor- 
tupting privileges of the rich, the 
corrupting deprivuions of the 
poor. It would care for those who 
were weakest in mind, muralily or 
μισεῖν, support them and save them 
from drifting into trouble.

‘The 
alate was not merely -un uccomplice 
in this immorality, but un active 
participane in thar fe held dawa the 
working classes and provoked them 
to crime. Changes in criminal lnw 
or in ,benal systems were beside 
the point. It waa society lisell that 
ΜΒ be revolutionized. 


Tn the days of Marx, even in 
those of Bonger, the sociulist state 
was stil} a dream, It was possible 
for Marx and his followers, without 
fear of contrary evidence, to can- 
trast the gross abuses of the copite, 
list systems under which they lived 


-with the utopian virtues of the 


communist system for which they 
hoped. Now It Is nearly sixiy years 
since the communists took over 
Russia, thirty since they acquired 
control of Rast Germany und the 
other satellites, ‘They have been 
able to change the economic busis 
of the state, bur they have not yet 
eliminated crime. 


Until) very recently heir reaction 
to this situation could only be 
described as ombarrussment inade- 
quately concealed by bluster. They 
claimed spectacular reductions in 
crime but refused to give any’sta- 
tlatics’ ta prove this, Now,. from 
East Germany, for example, we are 
getting admissions chat criminality, 
continues, that in some industrial 
areas it may’ even be increasing. Of 
course explanations accompany the 
admission.

erforce modified by experience, 
py mucual influences and antag: 
onisms, and by the changing εἶ. 
mate of che times, Fundamental 
criticism of the new criminologists 
must, perhaps, be left τὰ their suc. 
cessors.

One atritude to crime has always 
existed, not awaiting any idealog: 
ical or scientific backing. In all 
ages ic has widely been raken for 
grunted that crime must be kent 
down by sheer severity, if not 
outright terror. This atitde, even 
in its extreme form, iy by no means 
dead. Some of us have reen it 
revived in the civilized heart of 
Kurope during our own hfetimes. 
The Nazi regime in Germany 
regarded crime simply as express 
ing the antisocial will of an indi- 
vidual in revolt against the laws of 
his community, That will had ta be 
broken or annihilated by intimid- 
ution, retribution or elimination. 
The limies of what was counted 
criminal were at once vague and 
perpelually exionding. Raspect for 
idividuel rights was rejected as 
decadent, since the highest duty οἱ 
everyone must be to effuce himself 
before the state and Its leader.
